In a dense fog that. cut off all view of 
land. and‘so dimmed signal lights that 
they could scarcely be seen, the big 
Steamboat Central Hudson of the Man- 
hattan Navigation Company, running from 
Albany to this city, went ashore. on the 
mud flats In Haverstraw Bay, opposite 
Grass Point and about half.a mile south 
of Stony Point, at 4:45 o’clock yesterday 
morning. 


The tide was on the ebb, and !t was 
found impossible/to float tne boat again 
until high tide at 4:30 o'clock In the aft- 
Yrnoon. In the meantime 240 of the 263 
passengers were landed by means of thé 
lifeboats’ at Stony Point, and came on to 
town on the West Shore Rellroad.

Street at 8:80 o'clock last hight, more 
than twelye hours behind schedule, 

The Central Hudson, in charge of Capt. 
G. W. Taylor, who has navigated crafts 
on-the Hudson River for more than twon- 
ty years, left her pier at Albany on Sat- 
urday night at & o'clock. The fog began 
to close ih as she neared Kingston, and 
speed was reduced to about nine miles 
an hour. Creeping along at this rate,

The boy had been left in charge of the 
jail by his father, and, thinking the tele- 
ram was genuine, he at once allowed the 
ten men to take the six negroes. The ten 
men had automobiles, in which they ‘put 
the negroes, and then sped to the outskirts 
of the city, where other members of the 
mob were waiting. The negroes were bound 
to trees, and at @ given signal the mem- 
bers of the mob, some thirty in all, opened 
with rifies and pistols. Volley after vol- 
ley was fired until the negroes were liter- 
ally shot to plecés.

TAFT SENDS. CONDOLENCES. 


Notifies Ambassador Jusserand of Re- 
grets for Minister Berteaux’e Death. 


WASHINGTON, May 21.—Thd Wash- 
ington Government took quick action to- 
night upon the news of the aeroplane ac- 
cident at Issy les Molineux and sent a 
message of condolence to the French 
Government. Official Washington was 
advised of the accident through press dis- 
patches. President Taft immediately od- 
dressed a note to Ambassador Jusserand 
of France, expressing his sympathy in 
the bereavement of the French people 
through the death of Minister Berteaux, 
and his earnest hope that Premier Monis, 
who was. one of the injured, may recover. 
This official expression from «the Presi- 
dent was sent to the embassy, and the 
Ambassador promptly cabled it to his 
home Government. 

Ambassador Jusserand was in America 
when M. Berteaux assumed office, but 
knew a great deal of the record of the 
War Minister. M. Jusserand had nothing 
to say to-night regarding the accident, 
merely explaining that he had forwarded 
the President's message to his Govern- 
ment.

It looked like the middle of Summer at 
Coney Islan@ yesterday. There a 
Summer crowd in Surf Avenue and 
Bowery all day, and most of the evening, 
in point of numbers and in. quality of 
wearing apperel. It was. estimated. that 
more them 200,000 persons visited. the 
Island and all'the Brooklyn Rapid Transit 
lines. were operated on ‘Sunimer sched- 
ules, 

It was not until evening that the 
weather begah to remind the crowd that 
it was not really Summer yet. A heavy 
mist blew in from the sea. It was fog- 
like in fits density, and the few straw hats 

which had. appeared, white and crisp, 

earlier in the day, began to take on the 
appearance indigenous to the last days of 
August. 
But despite the inclemency of the 
weather which settled over the island 
with every appearance of being there to 
stay for the rest of the night, it was a 
happy crowd which flocked about from 
amusement to amusement, for Coney Isl- 
and really opened up for the season on 
Saturday, after seVeral weeks of half- 
hearted efforts to give the impression 
of befhg in the height of the season. 

The most exciting event of the day, 
howevér, occurred ‘beyond: the view of 
the crowd. It was when the accident 
which every one who has seen the act 
has been expecting befell Harry L. Cur- 
ran, or “Dare Devil’ Curran, as he 

calls himself with perfect propriety. Cur- 
ran ig the man who used to loop the loop 
on a bicycle, and now he hag a wooden 
automobile track, shaped like a saucer 
and only eighty-five feet across. The 
track is fifteen feet in width, and about 
this narrow circle Curran and two asso- 
clates have planned to race automobiles. 
The show is in Luna Park, and up to 
Gate Curran and his assistants have con- 
tented themselvég with practicing. Only 
two autog are run at once, but these 
have to keep up a pretty high speed to 
stay on the track at all, so there is al- 
ways danger of accident. 

Curran was trying out a car alone on 
the track yesterday afternoon, and. there 
were only a few employes and invited 
guests watching him. Suddenly one of 
the front tires picked up a nail from the 
track, An instant later there was a 
whistle of escaping air and the tire went 
flat. The shock as the car fell on the 
rir. threw it out of its course. Curran 
was tossed from his seat to the platform 
inside of which the track is hung. He 
was cut and bruised in innumerable 
paces and lay unconscfous until some of 
he onlookers picked him up and carried

At the same time 500 other fn- 
surrectos under Col. Villa are to march 
southward along the route of the Mexican 
National Railroad, All of Gen. Maderd’s 
forces which are thus removed’ from the 


} United States border are being distributed 


, 


so that they might easily be united. 

At Santa Ysabel, thirty miles southwest 
of Chihuahua, are 800 more insurrectos. 
Near Jiminez, south of the city, a still 
larger number are located. Except for 
the small garrison in Juarez, the insur- 
rectos are concentrating around the capi- 
tal city. Concerning the southward move- 
ment of the troops, an official of Gen. 
Madero’s staff in Juarez, before the de- 
parture, said: 

“ Peace is certain, but if there were to 
be any more fighting, it would be for the 
possession of Chihuahua. That city was 
our destination when the Federal Govern- 
ment announced it would surrender.” 

From Chihuahua came word to-day 
that the residents are becoming impa- 
tient over the prolonged peace negotia- 
tions, Although Juarez and other points 
in Mexico for more than a week have 
been enjoying an effective peace arrange- 
ment, Chihuahua City is practically under 
siege, since no trains have been able to 
reach there with supplies and no outside 
communication has been possible. 


FIGUEROA IN CUERNAVACA, 


Federal Garrison Evacuates City Near 
Capital and Rebels Enter. 


MEXICO CITY, May 21.—In the name 
of peace, Gen. Ambrosio Figueroa this 
morning took possession: of Cuernavaca, 
which was deserted just béfore dawn by 
Col. Munguia and his forcé of fewer than 
200 men. Technically violating the terms 
of the armistice by moving his forces, 
the rebel leader justifies his action by 
the statement that he-entéred the State 
capital solely for the purpose of main- 
taining order. 

The story of the evacuation and subse- 
quent occupation was brought to Mexico 
City this afternoon. Refusing to believe 
the statement of Col. Asunsolo, one of

MUCH DISORDER IN LISBON 


Many Portuguese Suspected of Royal- 
ist Views Flee from Oporto— 
_ Strikers Selze Ships There. . 


Special Cable to THE New YorK Timms. 

LONDON, May 21.—A dispatch from 
Paris to The Daily Mail says there is 
reason to believe that the monarchists 
have completed their preparations for 
a serious rising in Portugal.. According 
to private. messages received in Paris 
to-day, a countér-revolution will begin 
in the north, where the anti-Republican 
feeling is strong and where the discon- 
tent with the new ‘régime. has been 
manifested in strikes at Oporto? 

If Lisbon, as expected, should follow 
the example of the north, the counter- 
revolution will be a most serious affair 
and will certainly be attended with 
much violence and bloodshed, as Lisbon 
is thé strogafiold of the Republican 
forces. Disorder has long been ram- 
pant in the Aapital. Robberies and 
housebreaking are of almost daily oc- 
currence, and the authorities séem pow- 
erless. Arms are at a premium, and the 
demand for foreign, especially British, 
flags reveals an unexpected number of 
citizens who.claim foreign protection. 

At Oporto all business is at a stand- 
still, and dangerous,encounters are re- 
ported between strikers and the mill- 
tary. Inland-bound vessels have been 
stopped, the Custom House is occupied 
by Republican guards, and all work has 
been paralyzed by thousands of strik- 
ers, who seize every opportunity to do 
damage to shipping. ‘There is uneasi- 
ness everywhere, and many Portuguese 
are leaving Oporto for a foreign asylum. 
The’ majority of these fugitives are sus- 
pected of Royalist and Clerical views. 
Typir lives would be in danger if an 
uprising should take place. Several 

: mts in the north are staunch to 


‘}the republic, but others cannot be de- 


pended on by the Government. 

The organization of the counter-revo- 
lution irr Oporto is In the hands of three 
men, who are unknown to the people 
whom they are preparing and arming 
for the purpose of restoring the mon- 
archy. Every man enrolled is ready to 
fight at a few hours’ notice. Arms and 
ammunition have been collected, and 
the movement is said to be well- 
equipped and supported. Private let- 
ters say the revolution will begin in 
a day or two, even before the elections, 
which are fixed for May 28. 


FOR LIBEL LAW REFORM. 


‘Recent Big Damages Bring Protests 
‘from English Press—Judge’s Comment. 


LONDON, May 21.—Some recent awards 
of juries in libel actions against newspa- 
pers, in which the newspaper proprietors 
have been mulcted in heavy damages, 
have started an agitation for the reform 

| of the law of libel. Mr. Justice. Scrutton 
of the King’s Bench Division, High Court 
of Justice, in a recent speech, remarked 
that public opinion had been shocked by 
some verdicts given in libel actions. 
* But,” he added, “‘ the juriés alone gave 
the verdicts, and it is not always the 
Judges who are responsible for the mis- 
fortunes of newspaper proprietors.” 


When the law of fair comment was/h 


thoroughly established, he thought, news- 
papers would occupy a better position 
than they do now. An innocent expres- 
sion of opinion, although the jury dis- 
agreed with it as fair comment, out to be 
allowed, even though derogatory to cer- 
tain persons concerned.

nually to settle threatened actions. Hardly 
a day passes that London newspapers do 
not have to pay out large sums in set- 
tlement of claims for alleged libel, doing 
so because it is considered cheaper than 
fighting a case against a man who might 
not be able to pay the costs if he hap- 
pened to lose. _ 

Only last week an iJlustrated paper paid 
a waitress §500 in settlement of a claim 
for dam s based on a comic picture 
labeled The Stout Waitress.” A wait- 
ress in a city restaurant brought an ac- 
tion, claiming damages for “ ridicule 
and the paper. was advised to pay, al- 
though the artist was ready to bring for- 
ward the model, who sat for the picture 
and was prepated to swear that he had 
never seen the City waitress, who claimed 
that the picture was a caricature of her. 

This is only one of thousands of cases 
that never reach the courts. Those that 
do go before a jury generally end in the 
assessment of heavy damages against the 
newspaper, sometimes for the most trivial 
comment.

ROCHEFOUCAULD MSS. 


Several In Existence, but None In the 
Handwriting of the Author. 


It is one of the curiosities of literature 
that while seven contemporary manu- 
scripts exist of the famous “‘ Memoirs" 
of Francois de La Rochefoucauld, none in 
his handwriting has ever been found. He 
is known .as the greatest maxim -writer 
of France, one of her best memoir writers, 
and, perhaps, the most complete and ac- 
complished representative of her ancient 
nobility. No man’s writings, according to 
Voltaire, did more to mold the taste of a 
nation. He was born in Paris three years 
before Shakespeare died. 

Two of these contemporary manuscripts 
of the “ Memoirs ”’ will be sold at Sothe- 
by’s in London this week. They were in 
the posspesion .of the late Prof. W. A 
Coppinger; «and, at. one time, it was 
thought ‘that’ the corrections in one ot 
these examples were In the hand of the 
author himself, but scientific literary re- 
search now ascribes the manuscript al- 
terations to Robert Arnauld d’Andilly; 
the eldest son of: Antoine Arnauld, who 
was, Advocate’ General under Catherine 
de Medici. and Councilor of State under 
Henry IV... ~ 

At-the close of twenty years’ fighting 
and intriguing La Rochefoucatild. was 
shot through the head at the hattle of 
the. Faubourg Saint Antoine in 1662, and 
it was fea that he would lose the sight 
of both eyes. It was nearly a year 
fore he recoyered. He then lived for 
some —— retirement (at his country 
seat of Vénteuil. Ae returned to Court 
Only after Mazarin’s Geath, having spent 
his solitude in writing his memoirs. 

In 1662 the Elzevirs surreptitiously pub- 
lished these memoirs, or. what purported to 
be such. He hastened‘to deny flatly their 
authenticity, but his denial was not gen- 
erally accepted. Three'years later he pub- 
lished, though without his name, his stil 
more ‘famous **‘ Maximes.”’ ‘The history o 
the “‘ Memoirs ’”’ is said to be unique in its 
strangeness. The pirated edition,-which 
appeared in Holland, despite the author's 
protest, continued to be reprinted for 
thirty years. It has been proved to be the 
work of half a dozen- men, —— a 
thi of it Rochefoucauld’s. 
Some years after his. death a new recen- 
sion appeared, but still largely adutk 
terated. It was not until 1817 that any- 
thing like a genuine edition appeared, and 
even that is not perfect. 

One of the Coppinger manuscripts is 
written on 396 quarto pages. It contains 
the whole of the memoirs, beginning in 
1626. Only one other manuscript now 
known to exist contains this first part. 
The other Coppinger manuscript is writ- 
ten on 214 small folio pages. It begins 
in 1649, as do four others of the seven 
known manuscripts. This is the only one 


with the supposed Arnauld @’Andilly cor- 
rections of style. :

James A. McNeil Whistler, 
most of them to Walter Greaves, his 
pupil, whose work has recently made him 
famous, will be sold at Anderson's on 
May 25.

Cradied ii Persia, Sport 
-. Became Pastime of Indian : 
-. Princes. 


As in the case of some other games, tho 
origin of polo is shrouded ‘in the misty 
realms of antiquity. All that is known is 
that polo was cradled in Persia, and 
afer flourishing there for many cen 
its popularity was gradually ex ed 
to Constantinople under the Byzantine 
dynasty, while it was finally imported 
into the Orieht as a pastime of Indign 

rinces. 
ste is, indeed, only in the history of the 
East that it is possible to trace its prog- 
ress, until early in the eighteenth - ceri- 
tury it was driven into the remote fast- 
ness of Thibet, where, supported by the 
wild tribes of the. frontier, it lingered for 
years until discovered by the indigo plant- 
ers of Bengal. To the planters, then, we 
owe the revival of an ancient game, for 
it was adopted by them just before the 
mutiny,-and gradually spread to the cav- 
alry- regiments stationed in India. 

Polo was‘not imported into Engiand as a 
ready-made game, ‘ Its introduction -is 
credited to the Tenth-Hussars, who, in- 
spired by a chance paragraph in our 
paper, says the London Field, recording 
a match in India, sallied forth with a 
billiard’ ball, and, armed with hockey 
sticks, entered upon a méiée of nine & 
side, which could have little resemblance 
to the séientific game as we now know it. 
Nevertheless this trial was sufficient to 
present its possibilities, and, aided by tho 
Ninth Lancers, the dawn of modern polo 
was spread over this land. 

In 1874 polo was first played in Lon- 
don, at Hurlingham, a club the name of 
which hag since become familiar where- 
ever the game is played, and whose. rules 
have been adopted practicaily through- 
out the world, a few vartations existing 
in India and America. It ts, indeed, due 
to “tho influence of Hurlingham and to 
ite judicious treatment that polo has been 


—* to its present Almost perfect con- 
ition. 

It is hard to realize that modern polo 
is so young and that a large number of 
those who fent assistance to its establisn- 
ment are happily spared to witness the 
birth of the present season 

Capt. Herbert and his brother; who 
founded the first club in Great Britain, 
that of Monmouthshire, have had fd 
little share in the game’s progress, and 
the present Chairman of the Hurlingham 
Polo Committee, Lord Valentia, was one 
of those who came forth with a billiard 
ball to play the first game on Cove Com- 
mon. 

At first the game was played five on a 
side, and the players were mounted on 
small ponies capable of being turned and 
twisted with marvelous celerity. It is 
said by some that at the commencement 
the back-hand stroke was not known, 
and that to John Watson the game owes 
the origin of the ‘“‘back-hander.” Be 
this as it may, it is quite certain that it 
was not in common practice in the early 
seventies, and it is probable that its 
adoption gave occasion for larger ponies, 
since it became no longer necessary to 
hunt the ball in minute circles. 

Polo was not taken too oor oun? at first. 
It was regarded more in the light of a 
novelty without power to win permanent 
approval. It partook of a lighter shade of 
importance in the sportsman’s calendar, 
and one of the earliest games at Ranelagh 
was played in carnival by electric light, 
then one of the wonders of the world. 

This game was played before the Prince 
of Wales, (King Edward VIL.) and his 
royal patronage appears to have stamped 
polo with fashionable approval. Grad- 
ually emerging from the chrysalis stage, 
the game improved in science, law, and 
order, and a champion cup was for the 
first time played for, the scene being 
Hurlingham, and the date 1877. 

Gracious words have been spoken by 
King George in expression of his good 
wishes toward the British team now in 
America, words which may be regarded 
as suggesting that once again Boro may 
become the pastime of princes. is Maj- 
esty takes the kindliest interest in the 
welfare of the game, and approves it, as 
did kings of yore, as a fine, manly exer- 
cise well suited to the training of men 
and the recreation of a sport-loving peo- 
ple. Intelligence, energy, and activity are 
the game’s chief: attributes, and whén 
these are combined with the art of horse- 
manship it will be:admitted that polo is 
eminently suited to a country which has 
long led the world in the breeding and 
development-6f the horse. 

It is true that at the moment the polo 
premier challenge trophy, so long rest- 
ing at Hurlingham, is in the possession 
of America; but .the Anglo-Saxon race 
shares a very friendly rivalry, in which 
no rankling enmity mars. the interest of 
international contest... Within a _ few 
weeks the battle for the International 
Cup will recommence, for a British team, 
under the leadership of Capt. Hardress 
Lioyd, is at present preparing for the 
conte ip America. ‘ 

Capt. Lloyd has gathered to his assiat- 
ance the best material available,;Seldiers 
all, they have been selected entirely from 
the ranks of those well used.to’ the fast 
grounds of India and Africa, and expert- 

nce more suited to meet. the altered con- 

itions under which the game will 

played than those whose knowledge ex- 
tends no further than ‘the dull, dead 
grounds of English turf, which even-under 
the most favorable circumstances slow the 
pace and rob the game of much of its 
exhilaration. ‘This country will.be ably, 
represented in the fortcoming test, but 
overconfidence is an error to be avoided, 
and none who witnessed the international 
matches played at Hurlingham in 1900.can 
be blind to the merits of the American 
team which was led by H. Payne Whit- 
ney. . 

The Americans have far ater com- 
mand over the ball than their Hnglish 
rivals, and can make a practical certain- 
ty of hitting it even at most dirricult 
angles, and they are far more adept at 
meeting the ball in its course, an art 
which has hitherto been sternly discoun- 
tenanced in the prectsss of English polo. 

Against this, they are not to be com- 
pared ag horsemen with the team which 
Capt. Lloyd has marshaled, and their de- 
fense is such that it is possible tactics 
may be evolved to circumvent since 
sole reliance is placed in an un rted 
“defense.” Whatever the resul pay 
be, it in quite certain that the Britis 
team will evoke the same admiration in 
America as. was won by the Americans 
{im this land for chivalrous and sports- 
manlike conduct.

STOP WASTING WATER. 

We are getting no rain, as even the 


*°| showers indicated tn the Weather Bu- 


reau's observations elude us. <A little 
rain will not help, now, to improve the 
situation in the Croton Watershed. ven 
if the June rainfall should turn. out to 
be higher than the average for that 
month, which is not Iikely, there will 
still be great danger of a water famine. 
Commissioner THomPson, avho has been 
awake to the situation a long while, 
has been doing his best to avert peril. 
He has already stopped a great deal of 
waste, and he appeals: to every resident 
of Manhattan and the Bronx to use the 
water sparingly. 

Mr..THompPson has asked for an ap- 
propriation of $100,000 to pay 100 extra 
Inspectors for house-to-house visits of 
inspection and instruction. He dhould 
get the money, with the approval of the 
Board of Aldermen, because it would be 
poor economy at this time to spare ex~- 
pense to avert the danger of a water 
famine. Measures to secure an addi- 
tional temporary supply from Ten Mile 
River, Connecticut, should be taken at 
ones. If that supply can be secured-the 
comfort and health of the millions in 
the two boroughs will not be endan- 
gered by a scarcity of water. But, 
above all, every resident of the city 
should do his own part by using water 
economically. ⸗

THE TAXICAB QUESTION. 

The Committee-on Laws and Legis- 
lation of the Board of Aldermen has 
before it six measures to regulate cab 
fares in this city. Action, on these is 
expected daily. A new system of in- 
spection is needed, to apply to both the 
cabs and their drivers. ‘The abolition 
of many private hack stands has been 
strongly urged. The commissions paid 
to owners of property for the right to 
use the public streets near their prem- 
ises are enormous, and if they could be 
saved the taxicab owners could afford 
to lower their fares. 

The recent increase of fares by one 
of the larger taxicab companies has 
strengthéned the public demand for a 
cheaper service. Public stands for cabs 
are not needed in the heart of the city, 
as a-cab can always be summoned. by 
telephone, @md the abolition of all the 
stands woulf)not injure the business of 
any cab company. New York needs a 
cheap and good cab service, New 
Yorkers 46 not expect cab fares te be 
reduced to the London level. They are 
willing to pay double the Liondon fares,

“HOME RULE” AND THE CIVIL 
SERVICE, 

The proposition to relieve the City 
Civil Service Commission from the need 
of having its changes; in the rules 
approved by the State Commission is 
urged on the ground that it fis “home 
rule” for the city. It is much the same 
sort of home. rule that it would be to 
provide that the action of the city 
courts should not be reviewed by the 
higher State courts. 

The civil service laws are State laws 
enacted to carry out the mandate of the 
Constitution that all appointments to 
the civil service of the State or of the 
subdivisions thereof shall be made for 
merit, and fitness, tested, go far as 
practicable, by competitive examina- 
tions. The avowed purpose of this pro- 
vision of the Constitution and the laws 
is to do away with the use of appoint- 
ments as the spoils of party warfare. 
To effect this purpose an organization 
has been created with the Chief Dx- 
écutive of the State at its head, with a 
State Commission to diminister the 
system under his guidance, and with 
local Commissions subject to the. ap- 
proval of the State Commission. These 
fons have a certain limited dis- 
cretion in determining the appoint- 
ments in which competitive examina- 
tions are practicable, though the 
have held that they must be assumed 
to be practical unless there are strong 
ang obvious reasons to the contrary. 

In the exercise; of thie discretion the 
State Commission, under the law, is 
subject to the approval of the Gov- 
ernor, and the local Commissions ere 
gubject to the approval, first, of the 
Mayors and then of the State Commis- 
sion. Under this very sensible plan, 
despite some lapses and many ingenious 
schemes of the époilamen, a consideta- 
ble and. effective harmony and consis- 
tency have been worked out’ in the 
administration of the merit system 
throughout the State and in our chief 
cities. If now New York were cut out 
of this consistent -and harmonious 
‘scheme and ité Commission were al-

TARIFF DUTIES FOR WAGE EARNERS 
We all know that the high tariff is 
maintained to protect the American 
wage earner against the pauper labor 
of Europe, and all that. See how it 
works in the paper trade. . 
The Tariff Board reports as the re- 
sult of its investigation into the pulp 
and paper business in the United 
States and Canada that the labor cost 
of a ton of paper made in the United 


‘States is $8.27, as against $3.19 labor 


cost per ton in Canada—a differerice of 
8 cents. But the duty on print paper 
is $3.75 a ton, more than forty, times 
the labor cost difference. There are 
1,200,000 tons of print paper consumed 
in this country annually. If this tar- 
iff tax enables the American paper 
manufacturer to increase his price by 
the amount of the duty, then the odn- 
sumers of print. paper, that Is, the 
newspapers, pay an annual fariff as- 
sessment of $4,500,000, out of which 
the wage earners in the paper business 
get only $96,000. . 

All of which, manifestly, establishes 
the truth and sincerity of the protect- 
ed manufacturer's argument for high 
duties as a safeguard of American 
labor against the invasion of pauper-

THE NEW COURT HOUSE SITE. 

A projected site; strongly favored, for 
the new Court House Is the plot com- 
prising 193,000 square feet, bounded by 
Centre, Pearl, and Duane Streets and 
Park Row. This is jyst north of the 
new Municipal Building, near the —* 
of Records, and easily accessible m 
all parts of the city, and its cost would 
not be excessive. The city already 
owns in fee 26,000 square feet of this 
property. The closing of City Hall 
Place, only one block long, and one 
short block of Park Street, which would 
be necessary if this site should be se- 
lected, would cause no. public inconven- 
jence. There are only three Buildings 
of much value on the. property. The 
cost of the site would not exceed 
$4,000,000. The cost of the projected 
Reade and Duane Street site would 
inevitably be much higher. 

The Board of, Real Hstate Brokers 
lately passed a resolution condemning 
the plan to build the Court House in 
City Hall Park, and favoring the site 
we have described. It ig undérstood 
tliat the Board of Estimate has had 
this site, or a part of it, under consid- 
eration. . The adyantage of taking the 
whole of it, 198,000 square feet, would 
be the gain of light and air for the 
courts, and the opportunity thus ob- 
tained to make: the new building a 
worthy architectural ornament to the 
city. The Court House could be sur- 
rounded by an ample and handsome 
park of its own, Undoubtedly, office 
bufldings of a good type. would be built’ 
in the immediate neighborhood for the 
convenience of lawyers, and a new civic 
centre established. ;

According to the 
dispatch anhouncing this fact the -Ddill 
went through the lower house “ apparent- 
ly unnoticed,” but as it received 29 favor- 
ing votes and none adverse one’s inclina- 
tion, in view of recent legislative history 
in Tilinois, is to put more emphasis on 
the “apparently” than on the “ pnno- 
ticed,” and to find cynical explanations 
for this sudden unanimity in attempting 
to minimize the publicity which f the 
greatest deterrent of wrongdoing and 
not the least of its punishments. 

But the cynical explanations may be 
wrong, and possibly. the legislators, act- 
ing from motives quite impersonal and 
disinterested, had simply been misled by 
the good people who hold to the delusion 
that the way to abolish. evile is to say 
very little about them, and the little with 
a note of sorrow that anything at all 
has to be said. -This opinion is the result 
of msunderstanding and misapplying a 
truth—the truth that crime can be pro- 
duced by suggestion, and that men with 
susceptible minds can get the compelling 
impulse from the description of crimes 
committed by others. Of this there is 
no doubt, Unquestionable, too, is it that 
there is such a thing as a base exploita- 
tion of crime. 

To try to draw «@ fixed line, however, 
between the adequate and the excessive 
presentation of criminal news would be 
to undertake a hopeless task, and certain- 
ly the Illinois Legislature will have no 
more success in performing it than. did 
our own ;when it made a like attempt 
some years ago. The fact is that crime 
is news, and good news, in the sense that 
it has" legi interest and ought to 
be printed. AVhether the printing be dons 
well or ill, with too much or too little 
detail—these are matters of judgment and 
circumstanheé, not’ of, rule or command- 
ment, and the newspapers must be trust- 
ed to exercise their own discretion, sub- 
ject, of course, to public opinion and the 
Seneral laws of decency. Secrecy’ and 
crime go naturally together.

decision. On the Stock Exchange the 
immediate effect of the interpretation 
put by the Suprme Court on the Sher- 
man Anti-Trust act was the complete 
abandonment of the lethargy which, 
with little interruption, had been shown 
for many weeks. Not only did the 
stock market become much more active 
than it had been ‘at any time since Feb- 
ruary last) when. the denial o? rate in- 
creases to the railroads was for a time 
the controlling inftuence in the market, 
but along with activity came a forward 
movement fn prices which carried the 
average: level of both railroad and in- 
dustrial issues to the highest point of 
the year. By no means all of the buy- 
ing which brought about this sudden 
change in the market's position repre- 
sented fresh purchases for the long ac- 
count, for undoubtedly short covering 
contributed largely to the upturn in 
prices, but there was enough of this: 
kina of buying to make it very clear 
that the Fendering of the decision in the 
Standard Oi! case and the interpreta- 
tion which that decision put upon the 
Sherman law have encouraged many to 
enter the market who had long been 
withholding from ft. . Proof of this was 
found not only in the character of the 
operations themselves, but also in the 
diversified and increased demand for 
money for use on the Stock Exchange, 
a demand which brought a substantial 
increase in interest rates.

Whether or not @ little too 
much enthusiasm was displayed by 
those who brought about the advance 
which occurred, ané who worked for 
even still higher prices during the week, 
is @ debatable question, but this much 
is beyond reasonable dispute, that the 
interpretation which has now been put 
upon the Sherman law fully warranted 
a more cheerfu) stock market, as well 
as the hope that the favorable influence 
of thie decision will before very long be 
manifesting iteelf in the general busi- 
ness of the country.

Those who cavil at the decision on 
the score-that it does not clearly draw 
the dividing line between what ts rea- 
sonable and unreagonable in the way 
of restraint of trade, and who, there- 
fore, argue that the decision leaves the 
business .of the. country practically 
where it was before the. decision was 
rendered, choose, in taking this course, 
to pick the chaff and leave the wheat. 
The reason the impending decisions in 
the. Standard ou case and in the To- 
bacco cage, which latter still remains 
to be decided, and the uncertainty 
which existed regarding the real -mean- 
ing of the Sherman law were a restrict- 
ive influence upon all large business 
undertakings was the dread that great 
business undertakings, no matter how 
honestly handlé@ and no matter how 
scrupulously they might adhere to rec- 
ognized business morals, might yet be 
declarea to be criminel combinations 
under the Sherman law.

This great change for the better in 
the relation of the law to large busi- 
ness undertakings comes et a time 
when in many respects conditions are 
highly favorable for a recovery in busi- 
ness. We are entering upon the season 
when some lessening of the volume of 
trade, even in active times, would be 
normal, and it may be that the Summer 
period may have its usual effect this 
year, but this is by ho means certain, 
and it may well be that even before the 
crops ere harvested general business 
will enter upon a recovery which from 
many points of view. seems to he war- 
ranted by undertying conditions. The 
progress of the season has brought no 
impairment, but rather betterment, in 
the general crop vutlook.

The volume of merchandise 
exported in April exceeded any previous 
record for that month, going slightly 
beyond the previous high mark of April, 
1907, and - exceeding last year’s April 
exports by nearly $25,000,000, Imports, 
on the other hand, were smaller than in 
three out of the last four years, and as 
compared with April, 1910, showed a 
decline of over $18,000,000, In place of 
an excess of imports of $811,000 in 
April a year ago we had last month ® 
credit trade’ balance of $37,876,000, 
This is a most gratifying showing, even 
though some previous Aprils had shown 
a larger excess of exports. It is partic- 
ularly satisfactory in view of the falling 
off which occurred last month in the 
country’s exports of cotton, The full 
trade statement for April was, indeed, 
much more favorable than had been sug- 
gested by the earlier statement of agri- 
cultural exports, which, though larger 
than those of April a year ago, fell below 
those of many. eariler years, Owing 
largely to the dropping off in the ex- 
ports of cotton, which earlier in the 
seagon had gone out in very large vol- 
ume. Not the least favorable feature 
of this trade showing is that it con- 
tributes just so much more to the cred- 
its which this country has been estab- 
lishing in Europe.

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Demand aha Supply Full, but 
Chicago Manipulation 
Is Feared. 


COARSE GRAINS ARE TORPID 


Cotton High Levels Daily Reflect Ad- 
vances In the Stock 
Market. 


The wheat situation is possible of strong 
indorsement, either by the bulls or the 
bears, with no pronounced developments 
on either side. As 4 result speculation is 
timid, and after moving a cent or two up 
or down prices quickly swing back, drift- 
ing in an aimless sort of way until the 
wheat trade can be fully and definitely 
convinced that the crops of wheat this 
year are going to be sufficient to make 
a bear situation, even at Se per bushel 
at the seaboard, and at under ninety 
cents in Chicago, or that foreign require- 

ts will be go aggressive that, not- 

hstanding any possible size of the 
North American.crop, there will be de- 
mand sufficient to advance prices from 
the current level. 

A review,of the facts shows, on the 
one hand, enormous demand for wheat 
from importing countries of Europe; this 
fact has been reiterated and is generally 
known. As yet theré is nothing to indi- 
cate that the crops of importing coun- 


tries will be as short as they were lasf 


year. The French crop last year was 
100,000,000 bushels under the previous 
year, and Franc> has been a large buyer 
of wheat.. Recently the crop news from 
Western Europe has been of an ordinary 
character, not indicative of other than 
normal conditions. The weather has {m- 
proved in Germany. Some uneasiness has 
been shown regarding the crops in Rou- 
mania and Russia, but private advices 
have reported rains in Ryssia this week. 
Very favorable advices have come from 
the Argentine, indicating a record area, 
with favorable conditions for seeding, It 
is generally expected, however, that 
Burope will continue a free importer of 
wheat for'the balance of this year. Last 
‘week world's exports were 14,832,000 
bushels, and the European visible showed 
a decrease of 4,100,000 bushels, following 
a decrease the preceding week of $7,800,- 
000 bushels. The exports for the week 
énding Saturday night were estimated at 
nearly a record total for the season, fig- 
ures being placed at 16,300,000 bushels, or 
over 6,000,000 bushels in excess of the cor 
responding week last year, and nearly 
7,000,000 bushels in excess of the corre- 
sponding week two years ago. This im- 
mense movement shows that the extraor- 
dinary requirements of Europe this year, 
fYesulting in record-breaking world’s ex- 

ports, are-being freely supplied at prices 
which are very close wf the low level of 
the season, 

‘The domestic — of wheat con- 
tinues limited, and the Ameérican visible 
has decreased very steadily. The de- 
crease the past week, hoWever, was dis- 
appointingly small. The decrease since 
Jah. 1 has this year been, in round num- 
bers, 22,000,000 bushels, compared with a 
Gecrease of 5,000,000 bushels last year, 
and a decrease of 27,000,000 bushels two 
years ago. Notwithstanding the fact that 

rices are from 10 to 14 cents per bushel 
ower than at this time last year, the de- 
mand for wheat is light, and the milling 
—— is still one of t dissatisfac- 
tion. Reports from mill centres show 


—— ull conditions and a tendency to 
curtailment of output. 
Spring wheat conditions, in regard to 
new crop, have been very greatly 
——— through the American and Ca- 
fan Northwest by generous rains, and 
reports, even from conservative author- 
ities, are very optimistic. In Winter 
wheat there is uncertainty, due to tne ab- 
sence of normal rainfall, and apprehen- 
sion of possible loss in condition is a 
factor of some little Importance. A few 
— ago, however, after a drought last- 
ng through Al ril and up to the third 
week in May, yield of Winter wheat 
per acre was the largest on record. 

A factor which is of very great im- 
portance in the situation is the manip- 
ulation in the —— market. This has 
resulted in completely tying up the May 
delivery, and there is apprehension that 
the control may extend through July. 
That the deal is causing a great deal of 
uneasiness is indicated in the report of 
effort on the part of the Board of Trade 
authorities to HMmit the tanipulation 
there, and make it contrary to the rules 
of the board to offer grain, or other ar- 
ticles, for shipment out of Chicago at 
lower prices than the prevailing quota- 
tion in Chicago. It has been in the past 
@& common practice to sell grain or pro- 
visions at frequently a large discount, in 
order to have the stuff shipped into dis- 
tribution. As long as this manipulation 
continues it will naturally tend to restrict 
market operations. 


CORN. 

The market for corn has moved very 
quietly the past week, with an absence 
of any distinct tendency. There has been 
some weakening fn the May and July 
delivery, compared with the September, at 
the West. At the low point May was 
about 3 cents under September, advancing 
to nearly a cent a bushel premium. The 
advance in cash corn was much more 
rapid than the advance in futures. With 
the higher prices, however, the move- 
ment of corn did not increase as hoped 
for, and the m*a rapid distribu- 
tion of the corn moving. Recently, as a 
result of a quieter demand for cash corn,

indicative of a disposition on the part of 
leading holders to supply the exigencies 
of shorts, but at no time was the liquida- 
tion sufficient in volume to alter the be- 
lief that control of the bull party was un- 
impaired, The fluctuations are still 
dominated by technical conditions, to a 
large extent, as ‘there is little fresh buy- 
ing of importance and the support given 


to the list by spot interests. discourages 
the bear, In absence, therefore, of na 
native, commitments are —— — 

ing closed. The situation undeniably 
bullish, small supplies being almost an 
assured fact at the termination of the 
season, 80 that there is little inclination 
to accept a bearish view of conditions, 
but on the other hand current prices 
surely discount several bullish features. 

The néw crop months have been sym- 
pathetically firm and for several days 
the spread of apprehension resulting from 
dry weather complaints encouraged 
operations on the buying side. The con- 
sensus of opinion is, however, that ex- 
cepting in isolated sections no damage 
has occurred to the plant from the de- 
ficiency of moisture and copious show- 
ers in many parts of the belt the latter 
part of the week doubtlessly ameliorated 
conditions complained of. As is natural, 
crop reports as received from private au- 
thorities differ in tenor, but on the whole 
the general situation at present is being 
viewed with a fair degree of optimism 

Several reports were compiled confirm- 
ing earlier forecasts of an increased acre- 
age, among the most important being the 
estimate by The New York Commercial 
placing the increment in acreage at 6.52 
per cent.; their correspondents reporting 
that conditions on the whole were favor- 
able for germination. 
Crop Reporting Corporation, with which 
Theodore Price is identified, estimated 
the larger acreage at 5 per cent. and the 
Teater use of fertilizer at 4 per cent. 

he growing belief, however, that a fairly 
large crop will be a necessity next esea- 
son, and that a heavy crop will not be 
altogether burdensome, tends to minimize 
the importance of good crop advicas, but 
leaves the trade susceptible to damage 
complaints. 

Spot interests have been conservative 
buyers of the Fall and early Winter 
months, and it ig believed that this de- 
mand ‘represents hedge purchases by 
milling concerns, who naturally are prac- 
tically bare of guppies at present and 
entertain but little hope of having much 
cotton on hand at the commencement of 
next season. The sentiment prevailing in 
trade circles at present, while not entirely 
optimistic, is surely not so imistic as 
several weeks ago, with business in cloths 
on a slightly larger scale. here is a 
decided disposition to ignore bid prices 
in many instances, whereas, several 
weeks ago the solicitation of bids was not 
uncommon. A factor stimulatin —T this 
improved feeling is being attri in 
some quarters to the disposition. of the 
Standard Oil case. The pronounced 
strength of the stock market reflectin 
genera! satisfaction of the business worl 
over the text of that decision was not 
ignored, and, although there are other 
factors, such ag tariff uncertainties and 
a@ necessary revision fn cotton goods val- 
ues, prior to any general revival in cot- 
ton goods trade, evidently the rendering 
of this decision removed a sioud of un- 
certainty which was generally looked 
upon as restraining enterprise. 

The foreign situation has been present- 
ing but little feature recently, with the 
Liverpool market fluctuating ergely m 
Syrrpathy with American mark the 
mest conspicuous feature abroad being 
the diminution in spot business, partiall 
reflected in the lessened inquiry reported 
by domestic spot handle from foreign 
sources. This falling off in demand has 
resulted in predictions of less bullish sta~ 
tistics as corapared with last year for the 
halance of the season, while it was also 
thought that cotton may be attracted to 
the local market if the demand subsides 
meterially. Recently Southern spot hold- 
ers have @isplayed great tenacity in

When Mrs. Jewell and the child came 
out of the house, he concealed himself 
in a doorway until they had passed.

stopping the illicit traffic has been taken 
in the arrest a few days ago at Platte- 
burg, N. Y., 6f W. C. Stevens, a messenger 
in the employ of the National Express 
Company, and of J. R. Pierson, another 
messenger for the same company. A re- 
port of the affair.is now in the ds of 
the Collector and the Surveyor. It is said 
that other arrests may ‘be made. 

The first step im breaking up the 
opium smuggling ring came in the raids 
on a Seventh Avenue resort and the clean- 
up of several suspicious places. in China- 
town. The former place, it was said at 
the time of the raid, was regarded by the 
Federal officers as the national distribut- 
ing centre for the traffic tm the East. 
From that point the. trail led to express 
messengers. 

Stevens was on the run between. Mon- 
treal and Weehawken.* He was in the em- 
ploy of the express company for thirty- 
five years, and the officials gay he has 
confessed that for ten years he has been a 
dealer in opium, He was arrested in his ex- 
press car when it reached Plattsburs, 
bound north, a week ago. The traffic must 
have been profitable, for Stevens had.a 
fine home in the best residential district of 
Montreal, also a Summer home at &t. 
Ann's. — 

The arrest, the customs men say, was 
made just in time. The Canadian offi- 
clals, acting on information from New 
York, had made a search of the Stevens 
house in Montreal. His wife telegraphed 
him the news and, it'is thought, he was 
making his last run when he was arrested. 
Pierson was a trusted messenger of the 
company. _He lived in a fine home at 
Baliston, N. Y. He with the 
express company twenty-three years.
